PROPHETIC AND FULFILLMENT 


(Joel 2:28-32) 

“And it shall come to pass after¬ 
wards, that I will pour out my 
Spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, 
your young men shall see visions: 
And also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days 
will' I pour out my Spirit. And I 
will show wonders in the heavens 
and in the earth, blood, and fire, 
and pillars of smoke. The sun shall 
be turned into blood, before the 
great and terrible day of the Lord 
come. And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the 
name of the Lord shall be de¬ 
livered: for in mount Zion and in 
Jerusalem shall be deliverance, as 
the Lord hath said, and in the rem¬ 
nant whom the Lord shall call.” 

“And it shall come to pass after¬ 
words.” This afterwards is inter¬ 
preted by Peter on the Day of 
Pentecost and embraces the whole 
grace dispensation. We must not 
overlook the fact that it is Jehovah 
Himself that is speaking through 
the prophet to us, for he says, “I 
will pour out of My Spirit.” It was 
not just Peter that was speaking 
on the Day of Pentecost. It was 
Jehovah Himself that was pouring 
out of His Spirit and fulfilling that 
which he had spoken through the 
Prophet Joel. God was in Jesus 
reconciling the world unto Himself. 
But now the Holy Spirit is the 
same Jesus because he was the 
same Jehovah that was in him 
during his earthly ministry. Jesus 
said he would send the Promise of 
the Father, referring to these very 
scriptures for Peter says, “This 
is That”. 

God is the giver of gifts to his 
people and he gave gifts to the 
Church. Eph. 10:12, “He that des¬ 
cended is the same also that ascend¬ 
ed up far above all heavens that he 
might fill all things. And he gave 
some apostles and some prophets; 
and some evangelists; and some 
pastors and teachers; For the per¬ 
fecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.” But that is 
not all he gave. He gave himself 
for our sins. Then He gave the 
Holy Spirit for the edifying of

the individual believers and en- 
duement of power from on high to 
witness after the Holy Ghost is 
come upon us. And he gave gifts 
of healing, etc. also for the work 
of the ministry in the church 
which is.also for the edifying of 
the Church which is the body of 
Christ. 

Many will say that was just to 
the Jews and the Day of Pente¬ 
cost but again we have the Word 
of Jehovah himself telling us He 
would pour out of my Spirit “Upon 
all flesh”, the white, black, brown, 
red, and the yellow, for with God 
is no respect of persons. Peter 
said, It was for all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our 
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God shall call. Jesus, himself said 
“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea¬ 
ture.” Peter said, “of a truth I 
perceive that God is no respector 
of persons but in every nation he 
that feareth him, and worketh 
righteousness, is accepted with 
him.’ You will plainly see that it 
carries the same thought that the 
out-pouring of the Holy Spirit is 
for every creature that will believe 
the gospel. This truth is further 
revealed in that “your sons and 
daughters shall prophesy”. This 
would be out of order among the 
Elders of Israel as well as among 
all Eastern nations for all young 
people were to keep quiet and 
especially young women, and old 
women too were to keep silent. But 
we have a new order where they 
can speak under inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit and again we have 


New Testament authority for it. 
This is not forth-telling or pro¬ 
fessing gifts above the ministry 
but let the others judge says the 
Apostle Paul. It belongs to the 
out-pouring of the Spirit which 
Peter was preaching at Pentecost. 
Lest we should not get the signi¬ 
ficance of this operation of the 
Holy Spirit in this dispensation, 
“your old men shall dream 
dreams”. See the old men are not 
left out. It was for the whole 
family of God. There still might be 
confusion or misunderstanding and 
this message is very important be¬ 
cause this experience is for every 
child of God, therefore God uses 
all the different phases of house¬ 
hold relationship to express the 
importance of this great subject. 
“Your young men shall see vi¬ 
sions.” This was not uncommon to 
men of God. Jacob, Joseph, Exe- 
kiel, Daniel all were men to whom 
God had revealed his will through 
visions. 

But still there is more belonging 
to the household who might be left 
out. The Lord did not mention 
them by their position in the house 
and he says, “and upon the ser¬ 
vants and the handmaids will I 
pour out My Spirit.’ Slaves, kitch¬ 
en help, field and factory workers, 
all are included. Just like Cor¬ 
nelius and all his house they were 
there before God to hear the words 
which God gave to Peter to speak. 
No one was left out. Did not the 
prophet say that “it shall come, to 
pass, that whosoever shall call on 
the name of the Lord shall be de¬ 
livered”? Is that not the very 
meaning of eternal life? Saved— 
delivered—made safe—sealed by 
the Spirit unto the day of redemp¬ 
tion. 

This is a great message, “Be 
filled with the Spirit”. It is the 
dispensation of dispensations and 
has so far surpassed all other dis¬ 
pensations because of the redemp¬ 
tion which is now in Christ Jesus, 
now revealed by His Holy Spirit. 
The Gift of God is Eternal Life. 
Not will be but now is Eternal life 
and now sealed unto the day of 
redemption. The operation of the

Signs. 

Should the church expect super¬ 
natural signs today, or has the 
Lord changed? In Hebrews 13:8 
we read “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and today, and forever”. 
If the Lord Jesus is the same today 
as He was in the days of the 
Apostles .should we not expect the 
same signs and wonders to accom¬ 
pany the preaching of the gosepl 
as accompanied its preaching in 
apostolic times? Jesus said in 
Mark 16:15-18—“Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be 
saved, but he that believeth not 
shall be damned. And THESE 
SIGNS SHALL FOLLOW THEM 
THAT BELIEVE; in my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; they 
shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover”. 
The gospel was to be preached to 
every creature, which includes 
Jews and Gentiles, and excludes 
the idea that these signs were only 
to follow Jewish believers. If these 
signs do not follow, we should 
question our “believing”. Five 
signs are mentioned here, namely, 
Casting out devils (demons) in the 
Name of Jesus; Speaking with new 
tongues; Protection against pois¬ 
ons; Protection against serpents; 
and Laying hands on the sick for 
healing. The sign in regard to 
poisons, or the drinking of any 
“deadly thing”, is not promised in 
order that believers should go 
around drinking poison, but is a 
protective sign when needed. Mis¬ 
sionaries in foreign lands, in trav¬ 
elling through the jungles often 
have had only fever-infested water 
to drink. They have drunk this 
disease-laden water in faith, stand¬ 
ing on this promise, and have not 
been harmed. The same thought 
applies to “taking up serpents”. 
Only a wild fanaticism would ad¬ 
vocate playing with snakes to 


prove this scripture, but in coun¬ 
tries where snakes are a real dan¬ 
ger the believer may “lie down in 
safety’. An example of this is seen' 
in the case of the Apostle Paul, 
when shipwrecked on the island of 
Melita. While he gathered sticks 
for the fire, a viper fastened on his 
hand, which he shook off into the 
fire. The islanders watched him, 
expecting him to die, but finding 
him unharmed decided that he was 
a god. (Acts 28.1-6) It was for 
expressly this kind of thing that 
this promise was made. Some theo¬ 
logians try to evade this scripture 
by claiming that no sign should be 
given this dispensation, and quot¬ 
ing as their authority the words of 
the Lord Jesus in Math. 12:39— 
“An evil and adulterous generation 
seeketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given to it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas’. It 
is true that no sign but the resur¬ 
rection of Christ shall be given to 
an evil and adulterous generation, 
but that in no wise refers to the 
signs which follow a believer, for 
a believer is neither evil nor 
adulterous. The disciples “preached 
everywhere, the Lord working with 
them, and CONFIRMING THE 
WORD WITH SIGNS FOLLOW¬ 
ING”. (Mark 16:20). The Lord is 
still confirming His Word today 
in the same manner to those who 
believe. Where there is unbelief, 
of course there are no signs. 

Results of this experience. 

The Baptism with the Holy 
Ghost is a most wonderful experi¬ 
ence “joy unspeakable and full of 
glory’. Those who receive this 
blessed experience are transformed 
in their lives, walking in the Spirit, 
and rejoicing in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. They love to testify for the 
Master; Prayer is a delight instead 
of “drudgery”; God’s Word is meat 
and drink to them indeed, while 
their understanding of the Scrip¬ 
tures is marvellously quickened 
through the indwelling Spirit; 
They love God’s house, and enjoy 
the things of God, instead of en¬ 
during them as formerly. They are 
not ashamed of their Lord, because 


the love of God is shed abroad in 
their hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto them. 

How to receive the Holy Ghost. 

What are the conditions to be 
met in order to receive the Baptism 
with the Holy Ghost? 

1. Accept the Lord Jesus Christ 
as your own personal Saviour, be¬ 
lieving as you do so that He ac- 
cepts you. He will forgive every 
sm, and wash you in His precious 
blood.

— I am sure some of my readers 
will be surprised when I tell them 
that there are many, many people 
in the world who do not believe 
that a person can know that they 
are saved for time and eternity, 
when they accept Jesus as their 
Saviour. Strange people I must call 
them, when God’s word is so de¬ 
finite on the subject, and they say 
they believe God’s Word. Yet the 
Bible says, 1 John 5:10-13, “He 
that believeth in the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself: he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar because he believeth not 
the record that God hath given of 
his Son. And this is the record that 
God hath given to us ETERNAL 
LIFE, and this life is in his Son. 
He that hath the Son HATH life; 
and he that hath not the Son of 
God hath not life. These things 
have I written unto you that 
believe on the name of the Son 
of God: that you may KNOW that 
ye HAVE ETERNAL LIFE and 
that ye may believe on the name 
of the Son of God.” 

There are many Christians who 
call God a liar when God says one 
thing and people say another, con¬ 
tradict what God says. Don’t blame 
me for talking so plain. Read it in 
the Bible for yourself and by all 
means believe what you read, don’t 
be an unbelieving believer. There 
may be some things where uncer¬ 
tainties do not matter so much, 
but in matters of life and death we 
want full assurance. It is not 
enough to hope that we are saved, 
or think that perhaps we will be 
in the distant future.

Christianity is not builded upon 
the uncertainties of fables or hum¬ 
an dogmas it is builded upon the 
impregnable rock of Divine and 
certain Word- of God. He who 
trusts in Jesus is not left to be 
carried to and fro by every change¬ 
able wind of men’s doctrine, he is 
standing on a sure foundation, the 
Word that is forever settled in 
Heaven. 

The Bible never sounds forth an 
uncertain note. It speaks with 
authority. When Jesus comes into 


a life, doubt should go out. Paul 
could say, “I KNOW who I have 
believed” and he also said he knew 
God was able to keep what he had 
committed unto Hirfi. It is not say¬ 
ing much for the Power of our 
God, if we believe He is not strong 
enough to keep what we have com¬ 
mitted unto Him.

God said, 
Let the earth bring forth grass, 
and herb yielding seed, and the 
fruit tree yielding fruit after his 
kind, and it was so. God said, Let 
there be lights in the firmament of 
the heaven to divide the day from 
the night and let them be for signs, 
and for seasons, and for day, and 
years: and let them be for lights in 
the. firmament of the heaven to give 
light upon the earth, and it was 
so. God said, Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving crea¬ 
ture that hath life, and fowl that 
may fly above the earth. And God 
said, Let the earth bring forth the 
living creature after his kind, 
cattle, and creeping things, and 
beast of the earth after his kind:

Can You Take It? 

This question, translated into 
present-day vernacular, is based 
upon the verse of Scripture found 
in Matthew 20:22. . . Are Ye 

Able ... r 

By expressing this interroga¬ 
tion in a phrase frequently heard 
among high school and college 
young people, we would like to 
bring to your attention Christ’s 
personal challenge to you. 

Can you meet the challenge of 
Christ or can’t you ? Are you made 
of the right kind of “stuff” ? Listen 
to Christ’s challenge as expressed 
in Matthew 16:24: “ If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me”. 

To the majority of young people 
this challenge will be just too de¬ 
manding. The “average” young 
person will run away from it, for 
he “can’t take it.” We trust that 
you young people who read this 
message are different from the 
others just mentioned, for a re¬ 
sponse to this challenge demands a 
generous supply of real courage 
and backbone. 

The challenge that we’re talking 
about really means an out-and-out 
devotion Jesus said that the great¬ 
est commandment was: “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all they mind” 
(Matthew 22:37). 

First, you must deny self. Can 
you “take” that? Many of us tell 
the Lord with our lips that we are 
determined to live to please Him 
and not ourselves. Yet day after 
day our decisions reveal the fact 
that self is still on the throne. Our 
course of action is planned to 
please self rather than to please 
the Lord. If we are going to deny 
self we must absolutely, unre¬ 
servedly, uncompromisingly, con¬ 
fidingly yield ourselves, our lives, 
our all into the hands of the Lord 
for time and for eternity. May we 
say with George Whitefield, “Lord, 
I want to throw myself blindfolded 
into Thy care.” 

Next, you must take up your 
cross. “Can you take it?” Do you 


remember the young fellow who 
came running to Jesus? My, what 
a fortunate young man he _ was. 
He seemed to have everything— 
personality, education, enthusiasm, 
leadership, power, influence, 
wealth and sincerity. He said, 
“. . . Good Master; what shall I 
do that I may inherit eternal 
life?” Christ replied, “. . . Go thy 
way, sell whatever thou hast, and 
give to the poor . . . and come, take 
up the cross, and follow me” 
(Mark 10:17-22). 

What a glorious challenge! What 
an eternal opportunity! Here was 
potentially another Paul or John! 
But he bowed his head, dropped 
his shoulders, and, with saddened 
countenance, slowly turned his 
back and walked away with a de¬ 
feated slouch. He could not take up 
his cross. 

May we be wholeheartedly and 
enthusiastically willing to pay the 
supreme price in order that this 
world may be conquered for 
Christ. 

The last part of the challenge is: 
Follo'iv me. “Can you take it'?” I 
know that young people today are 
faced with many calls, each saying, 
“Come on, follow me.” Political 
systems are calling; pleasui’e, 
popularity, fame and wealth are 
calling, each with an attractive in¬ 
vitation, “Follow me.” It is easy 
to accept these calls. They are en¬ 
ticing, alluring, and fascinating. 
But do not forget that they are 
also deceptive, shallow, empty, 
temporary and mocking. 

It’s true that the “crowd” is not 
following Jesus, but the “crowd” 
is going to hell. All some folk ever 
do is mimic the “crowd”; their 
chief ambition is to be a carbon 
copy of what the “crowd” is doing. 
Listen, any dead fish can float 
downstream. It takes a live fish, 
posessing strength and determina¬ 
tion, to go against the current, 
leap the rapids, overcome the falls 
and reach the goal. Don’t be a 
dead fish; be willing to say, “I 
don’t care one iota what the rest 
of the world is doing; I’m going 
to folloiv Jesus.” 

Much depends on the way we 


come into trouble. Paul and Jonah 
were both in a storm, but the cir¬ 
cumstances were quite different.

to send him to another village. 
Please pray for him that God will 
keep him faithful. Thus the ene¬ 
mies of the Lord labour in this 
land under the guise of religion. 
Another woman who was saved, 
we have found out since, is the 
second or third wife of a man; so 
she has stopped coming, as they 
realize when they are saved they 
must give up this custom. They 
are in such bondage, do pray with¬ 
out ceasing for them. 

We have had many funerals in 
the villages around us lately. Early 
and late we hear them wailing for 
their dead. When one does, the 
whole village stays home for a day 
or two and weep and wail together. 
Your hearts would ache for them, 
as so few of them have any hope 
beyond the grave, as we who know 
Jesus have. 

Our Homecraft Village is now 
in the fourth and last month of 
our Second term. The Mothers are 
so pleased with the garments that 
they have made for themselves, 
their children, and also their hus¬ 
bands, this term. We wish you 
could see some of their work. We 
are so pleased with the interest 
they take, and the progress that 
they have made. Some of the vil¬ 
lage women, who live near here, 
and come day by day, have taken 
the seven months to learn to knit, 
and then .to knit one small jersey 
for a child but how pleased they 
are when they have accomplished 
it. Others have learned to sew very, 
very nicely. We are sure you are 
remembering them in prayer too, 
that as we teach them the work of 
their hands, they will come to love 
our Jesus too, who has put His 
love in our hearts to help them. We 
know this labour is all in vain, if 
they do not come to know Jesus, 
the One who saves from heathen 
degradation and sin and supersti¬ 
tion. We are depending on your 
prayers dear ones. God’s Word 
tells us “If Zion travails, she shall 
bring forth”. Praise God He can 
hear prayer in Canada and answer 
in Africa. The need is so great and 
the time is short. May God help 
each one of us to be faithful with 
this powerful weapon of prayer 
that each one of us can wield in His 
Name. 

We will have our new class-room 
ready for use for our next term, 
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which will start again in February. 
We have been disappointed that 
we have not been able to get tiles 
for the roof, as we had planned. A 
large building that the D. C. sup¬ 
plied tiles for collapsed and ruined 
practically all the tiles, and they 
have had to be supplied again, so 
they are unable to let us have them, 
after promising them to us months 
ago. So we are now putting grass 
on it, but perhaps at some future 
time we will be able to get the 
tiles.. They are made out of mud 
and then burned, and are proving 
quite satisfactory, and are quite 
inexpensive. But as yet not too 
many people know how to make 
them. When this building is com¬ 
pleted we will also use it for church 


services, until the roof is on the 
church building. 

No doubt many of our Assem¬ 
blies have already enjoyed having 
Sister Mitchell and Maynard with 
them for a service, and have seen 
pictures of the church etc. We are 
praying that God will make them 
a blessing to you, and encourage 
you to a greater prayer effort for 
the needs here, and for missions 
everywhere. 

Now again, we say a big “God 
bless you” for so faithfully remem¬ 
bering us in your prayers, and also 
with your gifts and letters.

FARMER FINDS WHY HIS 
CROP GROWS BETTER 

Abernathy, Tex., Dec. 14 (AP). 
A group of Abernathy farmers to¬ 
day brought their tithes into the 
house of the Lord. 

What they brought filled two 
washtubs with $14,132.65 in cash 
and checks—money from harvest 
on land they dedicated to God last 
spring. Each farmer dedicated 
one-tenth of his acreage. 

The two tubs stood beside two 
bales of cotton—symbol of the 
harvest — in the first Baptist 
church. 

500 Members of Church 

The church has 500 members. 
Most of the adult men are farmers 
on the rolling plains around Aber¬ 
nathy, a town of 1,692, in west 
Texas, north of Lubbock. They 
grow cotton, wheat, barley, oats, 
corn, and grain sorghums. 

Last spring their pastor, the 
Rev. C. A. Kennedy, 35, asked 
them to dedicate one-tenth of their 
land to God and see what the re¬ 
turns would be. 

They did, each dedicating any¬ 
where from one to 68 acres. Ken¬ 
nedy said the farmers who dedi¬ 
cated their land had “phenomenal 
results.” 

Tithe Crop is Better 

“There is Albert Hart, with five 
acres dedicated,” the pastor said. 
“He called me to his farm late in 
the summer to show that all his 
acreage was bountiful, but on the 
dedicated land the cotton stood 12 
inches higher than the rest and 
yielded one and three-quarters 
bales an acre, compared with an 
average yield of one bale an acre 
on his other land. 

“He asked me why. 

“Why? In Malachi iii,10, it says: 
‘Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat 
in Mine house and prove Me now 
herewith, said the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows 
of heaven and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.’

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“THE RESURRECTION”

In Gen. 3:15 we have the first 
recorded promise of a redeemer— 
the first prophecy in the Word of 
God. This scripture makes it quite 
plain that the seed of the woman— 
Christ—would rise from the dead. 
If he were to bruise the serpent’s 
head, after his heel had been 
bruised by satan, then he must of 
necessity rise from the dead. Just 
as surely as the death of Christ is 
foretold in type, shadow and 
prophecy, so also is his resurrec¬ 
tion. 1 Peter 3:21 tells us that the 
ark, passing through the waters of 
God’s judgement to a sin free 
earth, foreshadowed this same 
glorious event. The miraculous de¬ 
liverance of Isaac from the altar, 
after that he had been given up to 
death three days before (Gen. 22) 
is interpreted by the Holy Spirit 
in Hebrews 11:9 as receiving him 
back, in figure, from the dead. So 
we could go on and on. The cross¬ 
ing of the Red Sea on dry land, 
three days after the slaying of the 
Passover Lamb, is a type of the 
Christian being raised together 
with Christ. The deliverance of 
Jonah, after three days and three 
nights in the belly of the whale, 
prefigured the Saviour’s deliver¬ 
ance from the tomb on the third 
day. When the people asked Christ 
for a sign, he replied, “An evil 
and adulterous generation seeketh 
after a sign, and there shall no 
sign be given to it, but the sign of 
the prophet Jonas. For as Jonas 
was three days and three nights in 
the whale’s belly, so shall the son 
of man be three days and three 
nights in the heai’t of the earth.” 
(Matt. 12:39-40). 

Prophecy is equally explicit. 
“Therefore my heart is glad and 
my glory rejoiceth, my flesh also 
shall rest in hope, for thou wilt 
not leave my soul in hell neither 
wilt thou suffer thine holy one to 
see corruption. Thou wilt show me 
the path of life.” (Ps. 16:9-11). 

How we need to thank God that 
Jesus Christ died on Calvary, but 
we must not allow that great truth 
to obscure the resurrection. The 
death of Christ does not by any 
means exhaust the gospel. It is His 
death plus His resurrection upon 
which the believer bases his hopes. 


Note the definition of the gospel 
by the Apostle Paul in 1 Cor. 
15:3-4, “that Christ died for our 
"sins according to the scriptures, 
and that he was buried and that he 
rose the third day according to 
the scriptures.” Writing to the 
church at Galatia he said, “But 
though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be 
accursed.” 

I believe it was Mr. Moody who 
had a young man preach for him 
on one occasion. Mr. Moody sat in 
the congregation. At the close of 
the service the young man asked 
him what he thought of the ser¬ 
mon. Mr. Moody said it was very 
good, but that he had not finished 
it. Amazed, the young man asked, 
why! “You left Christ in the 
grave,” was the reply. Friends, we 
have a risen, living Saviour. The 
tomb is empty. In revealing him¬ 
self to John on the Isle of Patmos, 
Christ said, “ I am he that liveth, 
and was dead and behold, I am 
alive for evermore. Amen. And 
have the keys of hell and death”. 
(Rev. 1:8). 

In Romans 4:25 we read, “That 
Christ was delivered for our of¬ 
fences, and was raised again for 
our justification”. How we need 
to thank God for that empty tomb 1 
“For if Christ be not raised then 
is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain.” When Peter 
stood up at Pentecost and preached 
that dynamic message that added 
thousands to the church, his cen¬ 
tral theme was that God had 
raised the one up whom they had 
crucified. This great foundational 
truth Peter later proclaims at the 
house of Cornelius, as recorded in 
Acts 10:40, “Him God raised up 
the third day and showed him 
openly”. 

The unsaved must believe this if 
he is to be saved, for we read Ro¬ 
mans 10:9, “that if thou shalt con¬ 
fess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.” 

Jesus declared in John 10:17-18, 
“Therefore doth my father love me, 


because I lay down my life, that I 
might take it again. No man taketh 
it from me, I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take it 
up again”. 

It was on the first day of the 
week that Christ arose. How sig- 
nificent! For here was not only the 
beginning of a new week, but of 
a new era. The law was now ended 
a new dispensation ushered in. 
The first day! Could not this have 
been what the psalmist had in mind 
when he penned under divine in¬ 
spiration, “THIS is the day which 
the Lord had made, we will re¬ 
joice and be glad in it.” Mary 
Magdalene out of whom Christ 
cast seven devils, was the first to 
arrive at the tomb that memorable 
morning. To her utter amazement 
she found the stone that had cov¬ 
ered the entrance was rolled away. 
Matthew gives us the explanation, 
“Behold, there was a great earth¬ 
quake, for the angel of the Lord 
descended from heaven, and came 
and rolled back the stone from the 
door, and sat upon it”. Hurrying 
away from the tomb, she contacts 
Peter and John, and exclaims, 
“They have taken away the Lord 
out of the sepulchre, and we know 
not where they have laid him”. 
The two disciples hurry to the 
tomb. John outrunning Peter ar¬ 
rives first, and “stooping down, he 
saw the linen clothes lying, yet 
went he not in. Then cometh Sim¬ 
on Peter following him, and went 
into the sepulchre”. Gentle, loving 
John was satisfied to stand outside 
and look in. Peter, bold, impetuous, 
fervent must investigate. “And he 
seeth the linen clothes lie, and the 
napkin, that was about his head, 
not lying with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a place 
by itself.” Two words here are 
worthy of our consideration if we 
would see the meaning of these 
verses. We read that John “SAW”. 
The Greek word used here means to 
take a casual glance. But Peter 
“SEETH”. Here the Greek indi¬ 
cates to intently scrutinize. The 
evidence of the clothes was suffi¬ 
cient to convince Peter that his 
Lord had indeed risen. 

“Then went in also that other 
disciple which came first to the 
sepulchre, and he saw and be¬ 
lieved.” 

The word translated saw here is 
entirely different from the two 
words we have mentioned. It 
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means to “perceive with under¬ 
standing”. What was it that John 
now saw and understood? When 
he first saw, or casually glanced 
into the sepulchre he saw the 
linen clothes lying, but now, on the 
inside, he saw also “the napkin 
that was about his head, not lying 
with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself”. John 
saw the grave clothes lying in 
there original position, as when 
they enclosed the body—just as 
the body had left them, undis¬ 
turbed. This sight convinced John 
that a miracle indeed had taken 
place and he believed. The body 
gone—the clothes there unwrap¬ 
ped. 

Had friends taken the body, 
they would have taken the wrap¬ 
pings too. If his enemies had taken 
his body, would they have taken 
the trouble to place the clothes as 
the two disciples saw them ? There 
was only one explanation—super¬ 
natural design. Christ had risen. 
Death, the grave with its stone and 
Roman seal, and Roman guard, 
could not hold him. 

The angel said to the women in 
Matt. 28:6„ “Come—See the place 
where the Lord lay”. Come and see 
and believe as did Peter and John. 
Friends, that is Christ’s invitation 
to you. Come! See! Believe! Be¬ 
lieve that Christ died for your sins, 
and that he rose again for your 
justification. He died then rose 
from the dead to present his blood 
at the mercy seat in heaven — a 
completed once-for-all sacrifice for 
the sin of the whole world. John 
3:6 % 

“For Christ hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God.” 
(1 Peter 3:18) 

“Say unto them, as I liveth saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked, but 
that the wicked turn from his way 
and live. Turn ye, turn ye from 
your evil ways, for- why will ye 
die?” 

0 men and women, why will you 
die in your sins, when' a loving- 
compassionate God has provided 
a cleansing fountain? “The blood 
of Jesus Christ God’s Son, 
cleanseth from all sin.” (Isa. 1:18) 

It was on the first day of the 
week that Christ rose. It meant, as 
we have seen, a new beginning. 
Friends, why not let this day be a 
new beginning for you? 2 Cor. 
5:17, You are in Christ or your 


sins, dear one. 0 why will you die. 
“The wages of sin is death, but the 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord.” 

My Bible tells me that the un¬ 
saved are dead—dead in trespasses 
and sin. Friends as Christ rose 
from the dead so may you. The 
same spirit that raised Christ from 


We are speaking to you on a 
very important and vital subject, 
“Emancipation”, which means a 
setting free or liberation. There 
are millions of people in the world 
today who are bound by the fetters 
of sin, lusts, greed of sickness and 
disease which the Devil, who is 
God’s and man’s arch-enemy, has 
placed around them. However 
hard they may have tried to liber¬ 
ate themselves, these bands have 
only been drawn a little tighter so 
that they find themselves at the 
mercy of Satan. Many of them have 
their eyes blinded so that they are 
being deceived, and made to think 
they are free and not bound. What 
a sad picture of hopelessness and 
despair, and yet there is a way out, 
there is liberation, and men and 
women may be emancipated or set 
free. 

The scene we have before our 
eyes is a prison house, with barred 
windows and guarded walls. But 
thank God for the Emancipator, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who came 
into the world to set men free. In 
Luke 4:17-19 is written: “And 
there was delivered unto him the 
book of the prophet Esaias. And 
when he had opened the book, he 
found the place where it was writ¬ 
ten, The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me 
to preach the Gospel to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the broken¬ 
hearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to preach 
the acceptable year of the Lord. 
That actually was fulfilled in 
Jesus’ ministry on earth when He 
set men and women free from sin, 
from sickness and disease, and 
opened the blinded eyes. The 
powers of Satan were broken, so 
that men and women who were 


the dead can also quicken your 
mortal body, give spiritual life to 
it, save you from an eternal con¬ 
demnation. Will you not come to 
this risen Saviour? Just now ac¬ 
knowledge your need and let Him 
save you ? He has promised, “That 
whosoever cometh to Him he will 
in no wise cast out.” 


Demon possessed were emanci¬ 
pated, liberated, and set free to 
the extent the people marvelled. 
That is the work He came to do, 
but some will say, “He is not here 
any more, He has ascended to 
heaven, and how can we be set 
free? When Jesus ascended to the 
right hand of God He made a 
glorious provision for His work of 
emancipation to be carried on, and 
this was to be done by His chosen 
followers. 

In Matt. 16:18-19 Jesus says: 
“And I say also unto thee, that 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my church; and the 
gates of Hell or Hades shall not 
prevail against it. And I will give 
unto thee the keys of the kingdom: 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose on 
earth shall be loosed in heaven.” 

Peter opened the door into the 
kingdom after the Day of Pente¬ 
cost, which is synonymous with 
the Church of Jesus Christ, so that 
to the Church has been given the 
power to bind and to loose. After 
the Day of Pentecost when the 120 
had been gloriously filled or bap¬ 
tised with the Holy Ghost, they 
went forth and preached every¬ 
where, and mighty works were 
manifested so that men and women 
who were bound by Satan were 
liberated and set free. 

The Church was not to be an 
ornament, but a power in the 
hands of God, primarily for the 
purpose of emancipation, to de¬ 
liver men and women from the 
hands of the wicked one, and 
thank God for those who have 
caught the vision of the great need 
in the world, and have entered 
into a relationship with God where 
they are being used in the salva¬ 
tion of souls, and where God is be¬ 
stowing upon them the gifts of the 
Spirit as in the early Church to 
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the extent that sicknesses and 
diseases are vanishing away under 
the mighty power of our Risen 
Lord. 

In the beginning of every new 
move for God there was great pow¬ 
er manifested, great revivals took 
place and mighty works were done. 
Rut the Church of Jesus Christ 
has lost the vision, and the power, 
as well as the secret, and that con¬ 
dition is set forth in Rev. 3:15-20. 

“I know thy works that thou art 
neither cold nor hot, I would thou 
wert cold or hot. So then because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I will spue thee out 
of my mouth. Because thou sayest, 

I am rich, and increased with 
goods, and have need of nothing; 
and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, 
and blind, and naked: I counsel 
thee to buy of me gold tried in the 
fire, that thou mayest be rich; and 
white raiment, that thou mayest be 
clothed, and that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear; and 
anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, 
that thou mayest see. As many as 
I love I rebuke and chasten; be 
zealous therefore, and repent. Be¬ 
hold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me.” 

Once again God is calling to His 
people to be zealous and repent, 
for this is the time of the end, 
when God wants to show forth His 
great power and glory, and to re¬ 
store to the Church the highest 
order, which is the power of lib¬ 
eration which they had in the early 
Chui'ch, and which was to be con¬ 
tinued on until Jesus comes. This 
is a time when the church needs to 
be awakened to have her eyes 
anointed with eye-salve so that her 
eyes may see the great need, and 
that she might catch a vision of the 
lost, the perishing and the bound. 
Many today are playing church, 
and Christ is on the outside want¬ 
ing to gain entrance, so that He 
might once again bestow and en¬ 
dow His church with the fulness of 
Pentecostal blessing. It is falling- 
all around us, and God is moving 
by His Spirit over all the earth. 

In Africa, just recently, a mass 
meeting was held among the na¬ 
tives where 7,000 were gathered 
to hear the Word of God, and at 
the close of a message given by a 
Holy Ghost filled minister, 3,000 


souls came forward and gave their 
hearts to Jesus. God is also healing 
the sick and diseased, and cancers, 
tumours, goitres and all manner of 
afflictions are vanishing away at 
the power of the Spirit filled 
Church. This is the time of libera¬ 
tion and the time of harvest, but 
it will soon be over, and so let us 


(Luke 24:36-49) 

In the Gospel of St. Luke 24 :45, 
we read these words; “Then open¬ 
ed He (Jesus) their understand¬ 
ing, that they might understand 
the scriptures”. Although the dis¬ 
ciples had been following Jesus for 
three and. one-half years, we find 
that they were slow to comprehend 
or to believe that He was going 
away. On this particular occasion, 
we find the disciples, in verse 37 
of this same chapter, were greatly 
troubled and even terrified as 
Jesus appeared in their midst. 
Jesus then showed them His hands 
and feet, (His nailed scarred hands 
and feet), to convince them that 
it was not a spirit (ghost) they 
were looking upon, but Jesus Him¬ 
self. Yet for all that, it seems they 
were not fully convinced, for we 
read in verse 41, “And while they 
believed NOT for joy, and won¬ 
dered, He said unto them, Have 
ye here any meat? Is not this just 
like a lot of God’s people today— 
Slow to believe—Slow to compre¬ 
hend! Sad to say, many who pro¬ 
fess to believe the Bible are reject¬ 
ing certain portions which do not 
appeal to natural reasonings. The 
disciples gave Jesus a piece of fish 
and of an honeycomb after He had 
asked them if they had any meat; 
and He ate the fish and honeycomb 
before them, and then tells them 
in verse 44, “. . . that all things 
must be fulfilled, which were writ¬ 
ten in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the Psalms, con¬ 
cerning Me.” It was at this point 
of His dealing with the disciples 
that “He opened their understand¬ 
ing”. 

As we look upon God’s people in 
general and also the ministry, we 
find that a similar condition pre¬ 
vails today. We must admit that 
in much of the preaching today 


as Christ’s ambassadors go forth 
in His name, and yield to Him 
afresh, that souls may be set free. 
This is our opportunity, let us 
avail ourselves of it. May the Lord 
bless you, and help us all to catch 
the vision, for Jesus is coming 
soon. 


there is a lack of the “Power of 
God”. This was not Paul’s method, 
for we hear him say in 1 Corin¬ 
thians 2:4, 5 “And my speech and 
my preaching was not with entic¬ 
ing words of man’s wisdom, but 
in demonstration of the Spirit and 
of power: That your faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God.” I fear 
that Pentecostalism has drifted 
into and is relying upon an enter¬ 
taining program rather than on 
the Power of the Holy Ghost. We 
need to allow the Lord Jesus to 
OPEN OUR UNDERSTANDING 
even as He did for the disciples. 

We will never understand the 
scriptures with the natural mind, 
nor can we ever expect the preach¬ 
ing of the word to be effectual 
without the Power of the Spirit. 
Paul declares in Ephesians 2:14, 
“But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned.” 
Thus we see that man is in need 
of something more than his own 
ability to comprehend or under¬ 
stand the word of God. Listen to 
Paul again in this same chapter 
of Ephesians, verses 9-11, “But as 
it is written, eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have enter¬ 
ed into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared 
for them that love Him. But God 
hath revealed them unto us by His 
Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of 
God. For what man knoweth the 
things of man, save the spirit of 
man which is in him? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, 
but the Spirit of God.” Surely we 
must agree that the “things of 
God” here mentioned would in-

(Continued from Previous Page) 
elude the scriptures which Jesus 
spake of when He said, “that they 
might understand the Scriptures” 
in Luke 24:45, at the time “He 
opened their understanding”. The 
Psalmist was conscious of the need 
of this great necessity as he cries 
out in Psalm 119:18, “Open Thou 
mine eyes, (eyes of understand¬ 
ing) that I may behold wonderous 
things out of Thy law.” Again in 
verse 34 he exclaims, “Give me 
understanding, and I shall keep 
Thy law; (word) yea, I shall ob¬ 


serve it with my whole heart.” 
Perhaps no one knew better the 
need of this great necessity than 
Paul. He writes to Timothy in 2 
Timothy 2:7, “Consider what I 
say; and the Lord give thee under¬ 
standing in all things.” Listen 
again to Paul as he prays for the 
saints and faithful brethren at 
Colosse in Colossians 1:9, “For 
this cause we also, since the day 
we heard it, do not cease to pray 
for you, and to desire that ye 
might be filled with the knowledge 
of His will in all wisdom and spir¬ 
itual understanding.” Paul also 


prays for “the faithful in Christ 
Jesus” at Ephesus in Ephesians 
1:17-19, “That the God of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of Glory, 
may give unto you the Spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the 
knowledge of Him: The eyes of 
your understanding being enlight¬ 
ened; that ye may know what is 
the hope of His calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of His in¬ 
heritance in the saints, And what 
is the exceeding greatness of His 
power to usward who believe, ac¬ 
cording to the working of His 
mighty power.” Then again in this 
same Epistle, chapter 5:17-18, 
Paul exhorts them as follows: 
“Wherefore be ye not unwise but 
understanding what the will of the 
Lord is. And be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.”
